sider the subject. There is no doubt what- 
ever that these subjects are considered by 
the president and Secretary Gresham as of 
much gteater importance to this country 
than the Allianca incident or the recall of 
Minister Thurston, and must. be handled 
with the knowledge that a misstep may 
plunge the government into embarrassing 
complications with not one, but several 
of the principal European nations. 

The conference was attended by the 
president, Secretary Gresham, Secretary 
Carlisle, Attorney General Olney and Sec- 
retary Lamont. It lasted several hours, but 
Mr. Lamont w thdrew after a brief at- 
tendance. Mr. Gresham took with him to 
the white house official copies ‘of much of 
the recent correspondence on both the Ven- 
ezuela and the Nicaraguan situations, and 
he remained with Mr. Cleveland some time 
after his colleagues had left. It cannot 
be learned whether any additional informa- 
tion in the matter reached the State de- 
partment today, but it is said that Mr. 
Bayard has failed to arrange the Mosquito 
troubles with the British government in a 
manner satisfactory to the United States. 

Great Britain’s ultimatum to Nicaragua, 
demanding an idemnity for the expulsion 
of Mr. Hatch, the British consular agent, 
from Bluefields, and the report that a 
British warship is on her way to enforce 
the demand, is the latest known serious 
phase of the difficulties growing out of the 
Bluefields affair, and as action by this 
government may involve a new construction 
of the Monroe doctrine, it can be seen how 
slowly and carefully the president and his 
advisers are obliged to feel their way to 
prevent any possibility of blunder or to 
neviect any advantage that might weaken 
the practical sponsorship which the United 
States government holds over the South 
American and Central American republics. 

Strong Adversaries. 

In the Venezuelan affair the United States 
government finds itself opposed to such 
strong adversaries as Great Britain, France 
and Germany, with Belgium as an inci- 
dental factor. The settlement of the claim 
of Great Britain to certain Venezuelan ter- 
ritory is the main cause of alarm, and to 
this is added the prospect that Germany 
will send warships to collect a large amount 
of money guaranteed German contractors 
for the construction of the Central Vene- 
zuelan railroad. France and Belgium have 
a common ground for action disturbing to 
the officials of the little South American 
republic, namely, the expulsion of the 
French and Belgian ministers from that 
country. Both governments have protested 
against the expulsion and France will send 
a@ naval vessel to take their envoys home. 

The Monroe doctrine and its ramifica- 
tions contain ample authority, it is said, 
for the United States to display an active 
interest in the threatening attitude of 
Great Britain and Germany, and while the 
probable action of France and Belgium does 
not seemingly come within the scope of the 
doctrine, it is understood to be the belief 
of this government that all four of the 
powers involved will join issue in opposition 
to the United States to secure their several 
ends, and such amalagmation is likely to 
beget a desire on the part of all to extend 
their dominions. 

The conference at the white house today 
was necessarily of a strictly secret char- 
acter, but it is learned tonight on good

He Learns Too Late That Silence Is 
Golden. 

Washington, March 2%.—The Hawaili- 
gn minister, Mr, Thurston, still de- 
clines to discuss the report that Sec- 
retary Gresham has asked his government 
to recall him, He maintains what is offi- 
cially known as “diplomatic silence’ with 
respect to the matter, and politely but firm- 
ly refuses to either deny or affirm the cor- 
rectness of the story. No person in official 
life will discuss the subject, but everybody 
else who may be assumed te have knowl- 
edge of it, treated the recall as an assured 
fact, and some trace the cause of it back to 
Mr. Thurston’s comments upon Blount. 


TWO IN THE SAME BOAT. 


Muruaga Has Been Talking Enatirely 
Too Much for Gresham. 


New York, March 20.—The Sun’s Wash- 
ington special says: “Secretary Gresham 
has added another sensational feature to 
his career as secretary of state by de- 
manding the recal] of Thurston, the Hawa- 
iian minister to Washington. A letter to 
the minister of foreign affairs of the Ha- 
wailian republic announcing that Minister 
Thurston is persona non gfata to the 
Cleveland administration, was written Feb- 
ruary 2ist, but its existence leaked out at 
the state department only yesterday, and 
then inadvertently. 

“The charge against the minister is that 
he has been altogether too free in publicly 
criticising the policy of the Cleveland ad- 
ministration toward Hawaii, and of furnish- 
ing, prematurely for publication, informa- 
tion treating of Hawaiian affairs since the 
failure of the attempt to restore Liliouka- 
lani, and during the trial of the ex-queen 
and her accomplices for conspiracy to inau- 
gurate a revolution. Minister Thurston last 
night admitted that Secretary Gresham had 
asked for his recall, but used absolutely 
to discuss. the matter, or even to say how 
he knew that the secretary’s letter was 
written. The first steamer from Honolulu 
since the arrival there of the secretary's 
demand for Minister Tnurston’s recall, is 
expected to arrive at San Francisco on 
Thursday of this week, Until that time it 
is hardly likely that anything definite will 
be known as to the reception which Secre- 

Gresham’s letter met with at the 
hands of the Hawaiian government, Ac- 
cording to international law and custom, 
however, the demand must be granted, 

“The particular offense of which Minister 
Thurston has been guilty in the mind of 
Secretary Gresham, is that of discussing in 
advance of their consideration by the 
state department certain dispatches describ- 
ing court procedings during the trial of 
Mrs. Dominis and other’ conspirators 
against the Hawaiian republic. In asking 
for his recall, however, the secretary has 
established a precedent that he can hardly 
fail to follow in the case of Senor Murua- 
ga, the Spanish minister who, during the 
last week, has talked freely for publication 
of everything in connection with the Alli- 
anca incident of which he had knowledge, 
and also of some features touching which 
he was profoundly ignorant. Senor Mu- 
ruaga has, moreoVer, criticised in anything 
but diplomatic language the action of Sec- 
retary Gresnam in demanding an apology 
from Spain for the insult offered to the 
United States when the Spanish guboat 
fired upon the Allianca, 

“If any diplomat ever made himself per- 
sona non grata to the government to 
which he was accredited, that man is Sen- 
or Muruaga, minister from Spain, and Sec- 
retary Gresham will attend to his case as 
soon as he has Minister Lorin A. Thurs- 
ton, of Hawaii, off his hands.”

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A CRISIS IN SPAIN 


Great Dificuity Is Experienced in Form- 
ing a New Cabinet. 


NEWSPAPER MEN FLEE T0 FRANCE 


General Campos Desires to Try 
Them Before a Military Court, 


THEY ARE ENTITLED TO A CIVIL TRIAL 


Military Tribuaals Have No Jurisdiction. 
The Supreme Court Has Decided No 
Law Exists Providing for That 


London, March 2#.—The Standard’s cor- 
respondent in Madrid sends this dispatch: 

“Senor Morayta, the professor of history 
in the University of Madrid, and a con- 
Spicuous author, has written a letter to the 
Barcelona press dealing with the crisis. 
He fled to Lisbon to avoid a warrant for 
his arrest issued by the military chiefs. 
Other republican journalists have fled to 
France for the same reason. Some agita- 
tion is reported officially among the repub- 
leans of Valencia and Barcelona, The 
whole question at issue is now to reconcile 
the pretensions of General Campos and the 
military’ officials to bring such cases into 
the military court under articles of the 
penal code, which every Spanish govern- 
ment and supreme court have decided have 
been virtually repealed by the laws provid- 
ing trial by jury in the civil courts for all 
press offenses except treason. Counsel for 
the journalists have already raised the 
question of competence of the military 
courts. The chief difficulty in the situation 
is to find liberal statesmen willing to as- 
sist Senor Sagasta in reversing the liberal 
policy in such cases. Any cabinet now 
taking office must be prepared to do this, 
but many liberal and all the republican 
deputies would obstruct the movement. 
Gamazo, Maura, Canalejas and Gonzales 
have declared they will rot accept office 
under Sagasta if he supports the military 
method of dealing with press offenses.” 


FATE OF THE REINA REGENTA. 


The Government Denies That the 
Wreck Has Been Discovered. 

Madrid, March 2%.—The El Imparcial 
Says this morning that the report of the 
wreck of the cruiser Reina Regente has 
been discovered to be utterly without foun- 
dation. The Alfonso XII, which was sent 
out to search for the missing ship, has, 
the paper asserts, returned from her cruise 
without having obtained any news regard- 
ing the fate of the cruiser. The govern- 
ment still entertains the hope that the 
Reina Regente, having run short of coal, 
has been biown into the Atlantic and may 
yet be heard from. 

The Correspondencia this morning re- 
iterates the agsertion that the Reina 
Regente was discovered sunk in shallow 
water at Bajo Aceitunos, adding that the 
wreck was just visible at low tide. The 
paper also says that the cruiser Alfonso 
XII has brought from the wreck the 
bodies of thirty of the crew of the wrecked 
ship. The Alfonso XII will return to the 
scene of the wreck with divers and drag- 
ging apparatus. A cushion washed ashore 
at Tarifa has been identified as having 
come from the cabin of the Reina Regente. 

It is asSerted here that Admiral Pasquin, 
minister of marine, knows the truth re- 
garding the missing cruiser, but that no 
official announcement of her fate will be 
printed until a new cabinet shall have 
* been formed. Meanwhile Cat&z and Carth- 
agena, where most of the officers and 
crew of the ship belonged, are in general 
mourning and the women of these cities 
are heaping maledictions upon the heads 
of the Moorish embassy, whom they look 
upon as the cause of the disaster, as it 
was upon her return trip from conveying 
them to Tangier that the cruiser was lost, 

Strewn with Wreckage. 


London, March 20.—A dispatch from San 
Fernandino, near Cadiz, says thai the 
coast near Couil, somewhat further scuth, 
is strewn with wreckage, uniforms, fiags 
and numerous other articles yrom the Icst 
cruiser Reina Regente. she vilicials aicng 
the coast have forbidden tne people to ap- 
proach the points where the wreckage has 
been cast up. ostensibly to prevent the 
scenes*of anguish which would accompany 
the search for the bodies of friends or 
relatives. The officials refuse to say what 
they are doing to recover the bodies and 
wreckage. The people believe they are 
doing nothing. 


MONEY FOR THE REVOLUTIONISTS. 


Three Cubans Try to Board a Steam. 
er for Cuba. 


Tampa, Flas, March 20.—On Saturday 
three Cubars, Ricardo Fernandez, Abelardo 
Lecn and another, bought tickets for an 
excursion to Jamaica. When they present- 
ed their tickets at the South Florida ticket 
office this morning they were told by the 
agent that he had been ordered to take 
them up and pay the money back. He 
first got hold of the tickets before telling 
them this. They went to the port and 
boarded the Mascotte, tenderiug the moncy 
for passage. But money was refused and 
they were torcibly thrown from the steam- 
er. It is known that these three men had 
$50,00¢ for the revolutionists in Cuba, and 
important papers for the patriots. By some 
means the Spanish vice consul found it out 
and ordered their passage canceled. It is 
further known that one of these is a broth- 
er-in-law of General Marti, leader of the 


movement. 


FIGHTING IN PERU. 


Three Days’ Battle Between the Gov- 
ernment Troops and the Rebels. 


New York, March 20.—A Herald’s Bar- 
ranco, Peru, cable says the rebels and gov- 
ernment troops have been engaged in 
battle in Lima for thfee days. The attack 
by the rebels, under Chief Pierola, assisted 
by Durand, Ore and others, began about 
4 o’clock Sunday morning, All communica- 
tion with Lima has been cut off, and it is 
impossible to learn the strength of their 
force, all reports being based on rumors 
and speculation, It is Known, however, 
that there was a heavy cannon and mus- 
ketry fire Sunday and Monday, This contn- 
ued almost without cessation until sundown 
of Monday. Two distinct explosions were 
heard on Monday, but the place where they 
occurred is not known. ' 

There was a renewal of the firing at 5 
o'clock Tuesday morning and it continued 
for six hours. It is reported that the fighting 
then ceased, so as to permit the contending 
forces to care for the dead and wounded. 

Reports from Lima are of necessity mea- 
ger, From one source it is reported that 
President Caceres holds the palace, the 
principal plaza, Fort Stacattlima and Expo- 
sition square, It is also reported that he 
has closed all avenues of approach to the 
city with armed forces, There is another 
report that a detachment of rebels entered

the city, , but they are hemmed in by the 


| government troops, It is also reported that 


the rebels are awaiting reinforcements, 
which are expected to reach the suburbs 
of Lima tonight. The rebels, it is said, have 
lost thirty-five men this side of Lima and 
will attempt to break through the ranks of 
the government troops at once. _ 

_ So far as known houses and buildings in 
the city are uninjured except a few high 
buildings, which are riddled with bullets. 
All trains have stopped running since Sat- 
urday. Foreigners in this villiage are en- 
deavoring to organize an urban guard to 
protect property from looters, who attempt- 
ed to commit depredations Monday night. 


MANNING DENOUNCED.

The Ballot Reform League Will Not. 
Endorse His Manifesto. : 


New Orleans, La., March 20.—When he 
organized the ballot reform league, Man- 
ning stated in his speech that he had no 
object in view except the purification of 
the ballot in all sections of the country. 

His recent manifesto in New York has, 
evoked much feeling and adverse criticism, 
from all classes. The ballot reform ele- 
ment criticise Manning’s utterances as 
freely and repudiate his sentiments to as 
great a degree as the most ultra demo-, | 
crats. The following comments will indi- 
cate the general drift of the criticism. 

The States says editorially: ‘‘We have in 
the south a great deal of corruption in 
our elections, so much, indeed, that mogt 
of us are ashamed of it; and here in Lou- 
isinana, located in this city, we have a 
powerful and earnest Ballot Reform League 
which is seeking to crush out this evil. 
The States is in this movement with all 
its heart and soul and strength, but we, 
do not want any intermeddling in our’ 
affairs by northern states,‘ by Dr. Park- 
hurst, Mr. Recorder Goff nor Mayor 
Strong nor anybody else else outside of 
Louisiana, and we believe such is the sen- 
timent of the true people of our sister 
State of Alabama.” 

Dr. H. Dickson Burns, a prominent dem- 
ocrat and leader of the reform element, 
says: ““Manning has shown the cloven 
foot. He has proved himself insincere in 
his statement made at the organization 
of the league that he had no ax to grind. 
The ax has appeared. The Ballot Reform 
League cannot afford to ally itself with 
any faction, and relies for its success en- 
tirely upon its separation from partisan- 
ship. If there be dirty linen to wash, it 
must be washed by ourselves. We entire- 
ly disapprove of Manning’s utterances.” 

W. 8S. Parkerson, one of the leaders of 
the recent bolt from state democracy to 
the white republican party: “If we cannot 
arrange our own affairs, no other people 
can. I do not care to discuss Alabama 
politics, but will say that I consider that 
to attempt to drag northern interference 
into southern politics is unjustifiable. I 
said so at Boston and now reiterate it. We 
southerners are competent to settle all 
our own political difficulties among our- 
selves.’’ 


THEFT OR CARELESSNESS, 


And the Secretary Says It Looks Very | 
Much Like Theft. 


Washington, March 20.—Mr. Preston, 
director of the mint, confirms the _ re. 
port of the shortage in the Carson, Nev., 
mint. Mr. Preston’s information places 
the shortage at $60,000. 

The fact that the shortage existed was - 
made known to the treasury department 
eariy in February. Mr, Preston at once 
ordered Andrew Mason, of New York, to 
investigate the matter. He reported 3,000 
ounces of silver and 3,000 ounces of gold 
missing. Hirsch Harris, melter and ref.n- 
er at the mill, is responsible fcr the loss. 
He was appointed by President Clesemnd 
last June. Harris is under bond of $20,- 
v0. Ex-Governor Adams, of Nevada, is 
superintendent of the mint. He fivst re- 
ported shortage. Mr. Preston is await- 
ing a telegram from Mason before he takes 
official action in the matter. Harris will 
be suspended pending further investigation. 
Mint Director Preston will probably go to 
Carson to investigate the matter person- 
ally, as considerable dissatisfaction has 
existed for some time as to the manner 
in which affairs have been conducted in 
the Carson mint. 

“The loss,’’ said Mr. Preston, “is the re- 
sult of either theft or carelessness, and 
from my present light, I fear the former.” 

The amount reported now missing from 
the United: States mint is $56,400. There 
were no new developments otherwise. The 
general opinion is that tne shortage is the 
result of dismantling or removing the 
mint. It is reported that’ two bars of gold 
bullion have been sold in Virginia City 
to Joe Douglass, a stock broker. 


TO SAVE HIS LOVED ONES. 
John Kurtz Loses His Life While 
Rescuing His Wife and Children. 


New York, March 20,—iIn his heroic en- 
deavor to save his wife and children, John 
Kurtz was burned to death in the four- 
story tenement, 168 Twenty-fifth street, this 
morning. Kurtz, with his wife, two sons 
and a daughter, occupied the second floor 
of the building. When Kurtz reached the 
street door, just before 3 o’clock, he dis- 
covered the vestibule ablaze, He dashed up- 
stairs, waked his elder son, told him the 
house was on fire and to look out for his 
mother. Mrs. Kurtz was quickly aroused 
and followed by her son, ran up to the roof, 
where a great number of other tenants 
aroused by the shouts of Kurtz had pre- 
ceded her, Ten occupants of the third floor 
gained the roof, crossed to the adjoining 
house and escaped in safety. Two sisters 
named Schamp found escape cut off; fire- 
men spread a tarpaulin under the window 
and both women dropped into it without 
injury. 

Tony Ketchem, an insurance agent who 
roomed on the third floor, jumped from 
the front window and landed on the side- 
walk with nearly every bone in his body 
broken. He died at the hospital at 3:30 
o'clock, The two Kurtz children jumped 
from the second-story window and were 
not seriously injured, After the fire was put 
out Kurtz’s body was found on the stair- 
way leading to the roof, He had evidently 
attempted to follow his wife and son to 
the roof, but was overcome by smoke. 
The clothing was burned from his 
body, and h‘s head was burned to a blacken- 
ed, charred lump. 


THE ARTIST AND THE PICTURE. 


The Court Decides Against Whisfler 
and He Will Have to Pay Damages. 
Paris, March 20.—A decision was ren- 

dered today in the suit brought by Sir 

William Eden against James Whistler, the 

artist, to compel the latter to deliver Lady 

Eden’s portrait and to pay £40 damages 

for having delayed the delivery. The por- 

trait was exhibited in the Champ de Mars 
salon and when the salon closed the ar- 
tist, owing to a dispute over the price of 
the picture, refused to deliver it to Sir 

William, who thereupon instituted proceed- 

ings. The case came to trial and Whistler 

stated that he had effaced the head of 
the portrait. Today’s decision directs 

Whistler to restore the picture and return 

Sir William’s check, with jinterest at 6 

per cent. The artist is also condemned to 

pay £20 damages and the costs of the 
proceedings. 


Suicide of a Cashier. 
Lawrence, Mass., March 20.—A. E. But- 
ler, cashier of the Arlington National bank 
and an alderman, committed suicide by 
shooting himself this morning. He’ was 
taken ill a few weeks ago with she ip 
and fhas been suffering mentaily.

COULD NOT LOSE HIM 


‘Massachasetts Legislators Tried to Shake 
Their Negro Companion. 


HE STUCK T0 THEM LIKE A BROTHER 


Governor O’Ferrall Makes a State- 
ment About the Reception. 


TEAMOH’S PRESENCE AMAZED HIM 


W hen the Negro Went to Lunch the Gov- 
ernor Was Paralysed—Future Dele- 
gations Must Send Certificates. 


Richmond, Va., March 2.—When Gov- 
ernor O’Ferrall was shown at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon the telegram from Boston con- 
taining the interview with Senator Dariing 
touching the treatment’ accorded Teamoh, 
the colored member of the Massachusetts 
legislative committee, who were received at 
the executive mansion, he said: 

“Senator Darling, I cannot think, made 
the statement contained in the telegram. 
I never had the slightest intimation from a 
human being that a colored man was in 
the party. Wednesday a clerk from the rail- 
road office came to me with a message frum 
Colonel Boykin that a business committee 
of the Massachusetts legislature would ar- 
rive in Richmond the next evening from 
the south and they would be glad to call 
on me. I replied: ‘Very well, I will be glad 
to receive them. I think it would be more 
courteous to receive them at the mansion 
than in my office; and will fix 2 o’clock 
Friday as the hour.’ 


any one on the subject except I was in- 
formed that the committee had arrived. A 
little before 2 o’clock on Friday I went to 
my office at the mansion, my private sec- 
retary, Mr. Chesterman, accompanying me. 
I left Mr. Chesterman below and went on to 
my room above. Soon a carriage drove up 
and stopped, but no one got out. Later 
three other carriages arrived. The first 
carriage changed positions and I did not 
See the occupants alight. Presently my 
doorman came up and £ 0>°notified me 
that there were gentlemen in _ the 
parlor, I went down with Mrs. O’Ferrall, 
and as we entered the parlor we were in- 
troduced to each member of the committee, 
winding up with the colored member. Not

concealed my embarrassment as much as 
possible. I was acting in my official ca- 
pacity and the committee were calling in 
their official capacity, and I could not do 
Otherwise than carry out the programme. 
Teamoh Wanted to Eat, Too 
_ “Light refreshments had been prépared 
sand I invited the committee to the dining 
ireom, not thinking that Teamoh would 
; come. After the paffy godt into the dining 
room I discovered Teamoh ard Mitchell 
with him. This embarrassed me still more, 
tut I concluded as Teamoh was one of the 
committee, and Mitchell their friend, I 
could not invite them to retire without giv- 
ing an affront to the other members of the 
committee, and, in deference to the feelings 
of the latter and because I could not do 
otherwise without being rude to them, I 
sutmitted, and Teamoh and Mitchell re- 
mained and partook with them of the re- 
freshments. 

“If my embarrassment was not apparent I 
succeeded in a‘ most remarkable degree in 
concealing it. Mrs. O’Ferrall never spoke 
to Teamoh after she was introduced to him, 
but out of courtesy to Senator Darling and 
the other gentlemen, remained and convers- 
ed with them until they left the parlor. 

“Senator Darling’s statement that I told 
him that I knew Teamoh was in the party 
is absolutely untrue, and I cannvut think he 
ever made it. If I had told him any such 
thing he would certainly not have spoken 
apologetically of Teamoh’s presence at the 
mansion, or have expressed himself as he 
did to me at the penitentiary and on our 
drive. He amd the other gentlemen in 
the carriage with me expressed their em- 
barrassment in having Teamoh with them 
and stated that they had made every effort 
to shuffle him off, but he would get back 
with them. 

“I feel greatly aggrieved in this matter and 
that my desire to extend courtesies to a leg- 
islative committee from another state was 
taken advantage of, and I was placed in 
a position to which I would not have sub- 
mitted for a moment if I had not been act- 
ing in an official capacity. 

“Of course, Mrs. O’Ferrall did not shake 
hands with the negro. When she realized 
that Teamon was a colored man she bowed 
slightly, stepped back and did not speak 
to him.”’ 

They Tried to Shut Him Out. 

Colonel H. M. Boykin, passenger and 
freight agent of the Seaboard Air-Line, 
through whom the reception of the Massa- 
chusetts committee by Governor O’Ferrall 
was arranged, said today in referring to 
the matter: 

“Senator Darling, as did the other white 
members of the committee, impressed me 
very favorably, and I, like the governor, 
cannot tink the Massachusetts senator 
made the statement referred to him, But 
if he did he made an entirely false state- 
ment, for in his presence I expressed re- 
gret at the negro’s advent, and he re- 
marked to me that he, as well as the other 
white members of the committee, regretted 
it also, and had all along the [ine regretted 
starting south with Teamoh, and had hoped 
he was lost, 

“As the governor said in the interview 
in this morning's Dispatch, he was entire- 
ly ignorant of the negro’s presence until 
I was' forced to present him, after he had 
followed us into the mansion. I did not 
know myself that Teamoh would be pres- 
ent, and, therefore, could not notify the 
governor. 

“I will say, however, that before leaving 
for Raleigh to accompany the party to 
Richmond I was aware of ‘the nigger in 
the woodpile,’ but after reaching Raleigh 
was informed by several white members 
of the committee that Teamoh had gone 
to Wilmington, N. C., and that in conge- 
quence of that they had decided to leave 
Raleigh at 12 o'clock noon, instead of 1:20 
o’clock at night, thinking that by so doing 
they would render him unable to overtake 
them. My telegram asking fhe governor 
to receive the committee and take a drive 
with them was not sent from Raleigh un- 
til the matter had been fully discussed. 

Joined Them at the Mansion. 

“We were joined by the ne- 
gro,” continued Colonel Boykin, “at 
Allen & Ginter’s factory, and he was arf- 
terwards given a carriage to see the city 
in cOmpany with Mitchell, but when we 
entered the executive mansion we found 
that Teamoh ani Mitchell had preceded 
us and had entered with us. 

“On my presenting him the governor's 
embarrassment, as well as my own, was 
very apparent. In fact, the whole party 
appeared embarrassed and the white mem- 
bers of the committee took occasion sev.

“Mrs, O’Ferraii did not extend her hand 


to the negro, but bowed slightly, stepped 
back and did not speak to him, The whole 
thing strikes me as an attempt on the part 
of the northern press to stir up a tempest 
in a teapot over the unwarranted intru- 
sion of the negro Teamoh.” 

Mayor Richard M. Taylor, who was with 
the governor when he received the com- 
mittee at the executive mansion, and sub- 
sequently accompanied the party on their 
drive to the solaiers’ home and the peni- 
tentiary, when approached regarding the 
matter, said: 

“Governor O’Ferrall has stated the case, 
and in my opinion what he has said should 
be sufficient to satisfy every one. I see no 
necessity for my discussing it. I will, how- 
ever, say I am standing by the governor. 
I dm satisfied he did not know there was 
a negro in the party until confronted with 
him at the mansion. I did not know it. 
When the situation reached the point it 
did the governor could not, in my opinion, 
in performing an official function, and such 
it was, have acted otherwise.” 

Senator Lovenstein had been invited by 
Colonel Boykin to meet the committee at 
the mansion, but did not arrive there un- 
til just as the party was leaving. He said 
tonight he was not personally cognizant 
of what transpired in the mansion.

IT WAS AN OLD FEUD. 


Four Lives Have Been Sacrificed on 
Account of Some Meal. 

Meridian, Miss., March 20.—(Special.)— 
The fight in which Ben F. and Allen A. 
Pringle, Jr., were shot and killed by James 
L. Britton, who was also killed by the 
Pringle boys yesterday, was the result of 
an old feud of long standing. Three years 
ago two young men, A, B, and J. M. Camp, 
erected a grist mill upon their plantation, 
Among their customers was J. L. Britton, 
who regularly had his grinding done at the 
mill, One’ day Britton sent a bushel of 
corn to mill to be ground, and on receiving 
the meal therefrom, found it short by two 
quarts. He accused the Camp boys of hav- 
ing stolen it, Britton went among the 
neighbors and talked of the Camps in such 
a manner as to injure their business, 

Charley Spinks, a young man of tbat 
neighborhood, also talked freely of the un- 
fairness of the Camps in their milling. 
Mack Camp met Spinks on a public road 
last spring and demanded an apology of 
him for his talk. A fight ensued in which 
Spinks killed Camp. 

From this killing a general dissension 
arose, ana on the trial and acquittal of 
Spinks for the murder, Britton brought suit 
against the Camps to recover 30 cents for 
the lost meal. The tral took place in the 
circuit court in this city last January, and 
lasted several days, a verdict being rendered 
against Britton and taxing him with the 
costs, which were almost $600. During this 
trial the Camps had the two Pringle boys 
summoned to impeach the testimony of 
Britton, and this is what led to the killing 
yes y. 


HIS THROAT CUT BY ROBBERS. 


While Asleep a Telegraph Operator 
Is Assaulted and Left for Dead. 


Charlotte, N. C.. March 20.—At Blacks- 
burg, 8. C., this morning about 2 o'clock, 
while Operator W. A. Stewart, of the 
Southern telegraph office, was lying down 
on his desk asleep, his throat was cut by 
robbers. They secured only $10 from the 
ticket cash drawer, however. The operator 
was unconscious for half an hour, when he 
dragged himself to the hotel and notified 
the authorities. His wounds were several 
blows on the head besides the cut, and are 
not necessarily fatal. There is no clue to 
the guilty parties and the operator cannot 
describe them. He only <nows there were 
two. 

The robbers left Stewart for dead. They 
then went to Parker’s store and effected an 
entrance by cutting out a pane of glass in 
a window. They pried open the safe and 
made way with the entire contents. The 
amount is unknown. ; 


THE GOVERNOR’S POSITION. 


It Is Believed That He Can Secure a 
Settlement of the Labor Troubles. 


New Orleans, March 20.—The general im- 
pression is that there is only one man in 
the city or state who can secure a settle- 
ment of the éxisting labor troubles and 
nearly every one is wondering why his ex- 
cellency has not made an effort in that 
direction. 

Governor Foster’s action in the strike in 
1892 is recalled. He was accorded with 
having harmoniously brought that affair 
readily to a conclusion, which was in 
time to compass great public weal. Now 
it is believed that the governor could be 
equally as effective in the present emer- 
gency. But from an interview had with 
Governor Foster this morning, it is gath- 
ered that he was not wholly responsible 
for arranging matters before. Also he 
does not occupy the same relative position 
now as he did then.

Thomasville, Ga., March 20.—(Special.)—I 
um on the fringe of the edge of the crust 
of the McKinley boom.

Its growth has, indeed, been 
so rapid as to fill even an advertising agent 
engaged in booming a patent “baby’s food” 
with envy, and from this standpoint it 
begirs to look as if the fat boy from 
Maine, big waistband and all, would have 
to be given very prompt and vigorous treat- 
ment or he will wake up to find himself out- 
classed. 

Governor McKinley is in the south for his 
health. The suggestion of any other motive 
for his flying visit to this section sounds 
very much like heresy here in Thomasville, 
and in polite society the conversation is 
confined strictly to discussions of the 
weather. A good deal of interest is taken 
in the governor’s health, but that ‘is per- 
haps natural. Great editors have come from 
the east and the west to make personal in- 
quiries on that score, and many who could 
not themselves come have sent trusteu 
representatives. Nor is the anxiety @& this 
score confined to members of the journal- 
istic profession. The same interest that 
was shown by leading gentlemen of At- 
lanta is manifesting itself in people 
of more or less prominence in all parts of 
these southern states and a number otf 
these have found it essential to their con- 
stitutions that they, just at this time, ab- 
sorb some of Thomasville’s sunshine and 
atmosphere themselves. Otners who cannot 
come will make it a poimt to drop im on 
the governor at some point upon his return 
trip—to inquire after his health. And most 
of these are men who will have a finger 
in pulling the wires at the Georgia conven- 
tion which will send delegates to the next 
republican national comvention. 

The Real Political Significance. 

While it is true that the visit of Governor 
McKinley to the south is primarily social, 
the statement that it has no political sig- 
nificance just at this time is silly. It is 
unjust to those who are expected to believe 
it and equally unjust—probably more so— 
to the governor. He is more than seven; 
and to say that he hasn’t his eyes open 
and is not taking note of the situation, 
would be the next thing to saying that he 
is a political imbecile. Not even his worst 
enemy—Foraker not barred—ever charged 
him with that. 

The fact is, his visit is of a twofold na- 
ture and the opportunity of placing himself 
in tcuch with the republican leaders of the 
south was not the sccondary consideration 
in this visit. A number of these gentlemen 
were seen in Atlanta, more met him at 
Macon, a goodly number have dropped in 
upon him or have communicated with him 
here, and if others do not call while he is 
in Savannah and Augusta, he will be dis- 
appointed.

IN MEMORY OF THE BRAVE. 


General Hampton Delivers an Ad- 
dress at a Monument Unveiling. 
Goldsboro, N. C.; March 20.—(Special.)— 

Thirty years ago yesterday occurred the 

battle of Bentonville, near this city,. which 

was, fought between the left wing of Sher- 
man’s army and the remnant of General 

Joe Johnson’s gallant troops. Among the 

dead was the young son of General Hardee, 

who saw his first service in that fight. 

He had reached the command of General 

Hampton, to which he had been assigned 

on enlisting, only two hours before the 

battle. This information was received from 

Gener#l Hampton yesterday, whp was 

present &t that memorable batie in which 

Johnston came out gloriously victorious, 

driving Sherman’s routed forces flying for 

refuge into this city, while Johnfston made 
only a feint at following them, drawing off 
his troops in the opposite direction towards 

Greensboro. He hoped to join and re- 

inforce General Lee in Virginia, but was 

cut off by the superior numbers of the en- 

emy and surrendered near Durham, N. C. , 
Today, thirty years after, the chivalric 

spirit of the south made itself manifest on 

the same field by unveiling there a beauti- 
ful shaft of marnble. 

The monument was unveiled about 10 
o’clock this morning under the auspices of 
the Goldsboro Rifles. General Wade 
Hampton was the orator of the occasion 
The Goldsboro Rifles, Captain I. H. Bain 
commanding, were present with their two 
splendid batteries and in uniform of gray, 
together with thirteen young ladies of this 
city representing the southern states. The 
young ladies were an especial escort of 
honor to Genéral Hampton. The base bears 
the names of 360 of those who died on the 
field. The shaft stands fifteen feet high 
with a marble cannon ball cap. 

The ceremonies were opened with prayer 
by Rev. J. W. Harper, of Kinston. Gen- 
eral Hampton was gracefully introduced 
by Dr. W. H. H. Cobb, of this city, a 
brave veteran who saw service under him 
in the war. The general’s tribute to the 
women of the south was splendid.

Bay State Legislators Do Not Fear a 
Mill Exodas, 


THEY WERE HOSPITABLY TREATED 


— 
Everywhere They Went in the South the 
People Took Good Care $f. Them, 
Teamob ineoluded. 


Washington, March 17.—The commftt¢e on 
mercantile affairs of the Massachusetts leg- 
islature arrived here yesterday afternoon, 
aiter their pilgrimage through the south for 
the purpose of investigating the question 
of the threatened removal of the cotton 
mills from Massachusetts to the cotton 
growing states, and they are, to a man, of 
the opinion that there is no danger of the 
induetries of the Bay State taking flight, 
and that it will be a good many years be- 
fore the southern cotton manufacturers will 
be dangerous competitors of New England, 

The members of the committee all talk 
freely about their trip, and they speak in 
unmeasured praise of their hospitable treat- 
ment, They say that it was impossible to 
escape from those generous southern peo- 
ple, had there been any desire to do so, and 
that early and late they were on hand to 
escort ine committeé and to entertain them. 

Senator Hutchinson said that unquestion- 
ably the sOuth» had the advantage in the 
inanufacture of cotton goods, of having the 
material, the coal and the water power ail 
at hand, and of being free trom the large 
charges for the transportation of coal and 
of the cotton which New England milis had 
to pay, He had heard it said that the pres- 
ident of one of the great Luwell miils had 
stated that should their property in thal 
city be burned they would never rebuild 
again there, but Would get nearer the sea- 
coast, in some such city as New Bedford. 
A mill at New Bedford could save $1 a ton 
in the transportation charges for coal, ana 
this, in a year’s time, would mean a saving 
Of $25,000 or $30,000, 

Mr, Hutchinson, however, like the other 
members of the committee, was of the opin- 
ion that skilied labor and capital were ab- 
solutely necessary for any serious. competi- 
tion on the part of the southern milis, and 
that the only way to get that skilled labor 
was to take it from New Engiand anu 
transport it thither. This, he agreed, could 
hardly be done, 

Representative Moriarty, who arrived here 
last Friday ahead of the other members of 
the committee, is the senior democrat ot 
the committee, and his old newspaper train- 
ing taught him to make a few notes on his 
trip througn the south. 

Mr. Moriarty said that he had discovered 
that no yarns were manufactured in south- 
ern mills, with possibly one exception, ‘iner 
tuan No. 4, and that there was no likeli- 
nood of their making any of the finer 
grade goods for many years. To be sure 
the labor was cheap, but it was not of the 
grade of the operatives in the northern 
mills. Children were émployed lafgely, and 
many of them were eight and ten years ot 
age. They made but a few dollars a week 
at most, 

Not Greatly Alarmed. 

He found that many of the waterpower 
mills were entirely off from the railroads, 
and he found many men in the south who 
were free to say that if New England cap. 
ital was coming down there to invest, a 
much more promising field was opened to it 
in developing the greater marble quarries, 
the lumber forests and the coal beds. 

Mr. Moriarty believed that no existing 
laws will endanger the Massachusetts miils 
or give cause for any fear of southern 
competition for many years, in faet, some 
of the southern mills were not paying. It 
was a question of management largely 


whether they were run at a profit or not. 
He thought the southern mills defective 
in not having steam power, and tn not hav- 
ing energetic supervision, and he was quite 
convinced that operatives working in a 
Climate where the mercury was hovering 
around the 100 mark could never do as much 
or as good work as in the cooler north- 
ern climate, no matter if they were allow- 
ed to work twelve hours a day. 

Indeed, Mr. Moriarty fuund several gen- 
tlemen who told him that if some New Eng- 
land farmers would come down and properly 
till the soil of these southern tarms, which 
had never beefi properly tilled by their 
owners, they would make more money tnau 
they would by going into the manufacture 
of cotton goods, 

He had observed, as had other members 
of the committee, that the machinery in 
these mills was‘ old-fashioned, and even if 
it did cost from 67 to 72 cents tu carry 100 
pounds of cotton trom Atianta to Boston, 
that the New England mills were not go- 
ing to be closed right away by any south- 
ern competition. 

So it is clear from the conversation of the 
members of the committee that their report 
will set forth the facts as they found them, 
and the idea that the cotton business is 
going to be driven out of New England will 
receive no encouragement from them. 


Teamoh’s Trouble. 


There is one phase of the committee’s 
sojourn in the south which is of a char- 
acter described by DeWolf Hopper in his 
weil-Known song of the man who had an 
elephant on his hands. 

It so happens that the committee on mer- 
cantile affairs has a colored man among 
its members. His name is Robert Teamoh, 
and he represents that. very aristocrat sec- 
tion of Boston Known legaliy as ward 
nine, but better and more widely the coun- 
try over as Beacon Hill. 

Representative Teamoh accompanied the 
committee, and the trouble began on the 
committee’s arrival in Washington last 
Sunday, for, notwithstanding his position 
and the theoretical equality of men before 
the law, no colored man can get food or 
lodging in a Washington hotel. So the com- 
mittee was forced to have a private dining 
room assigned for its use last Sunday. 

After this experience they -were frankly 
told by the agent of the railroad company 
that the committee would not be admitted 
to any souhern hotel if Mr. Teamoh was 
with them. 

There was a conference, and the situa- 
tion was explained. 

Mr. Teamoh promptly said that he did 
not wish to embarrass the committee in 
any way, and that any arrangement which 

‘thje tomr@ittee might make would be 
satisfactory to him. He did not care 
whether he stayed at the hotels or not, 
he said, so long as he was able to visit 
the mills and otherwise discharge the 
duties incumbent upon him as a member 
of the committee. 

Of course, it was a difficult position for 
the other members of the committee, and 
while they all avoid speaking of the mat- 
ter as much as possible, it is nevertheless 
plain to be seen that there were several 
embarrasing occasions during the trip 
caused by the presence of Mr. Teamoh 
and the conditions regarding colored people 
that still prevail in the south. 


When They Came to Atlanta. 


However, they hit upon a plan which 
was suggested by Mr. J. T. Patrick, secre- 
tary of the Southern Interstate and In- 
dustrial Association. It was to telegraph 
ahead to the city which the committee was 
about to visit and notify some prominent 
colored man of the coming of the commit- 
tee and of the presence upon it of Mr. 
Teamoh, so that the latter might be taken 
care of by men of his own race, 

The necessity for some such arrange- 
ment as‘this became apparent when the 
train reached Monroe, a junction in North 
Carolina. Here the first snag was struck 
for Mr. Teamoh, for he was not allowed 
to enter the restaurant, and his breakfas: 
had to be sent out to him on the train. 

When the party reached Atlanta a promi- 
nent colored lawyer named Pledger met 
#ha train and took Mr. Tecamoh under his 


y charge, 
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| ie. while the committee stayed 
at the on hotel from Sunday night 
until Tuesday night, Mr. Teamoh had to 
put up with such accommodations as 
could be furnished himt by Mr. Pledger. 

That Mr. Teamoh fared very well, how- 
ever, seems to be generally understood, 
and Mr. Teamoh himself has expressed 
himself as much pleaeed at the treatment 
that he received at Atlanta and elsewhere. 

AB a matter of fact, so the members of 
the committee say, he was generally taken 
charge of and cared for before similar 
courtesies were extended to his white col- 
leagues. 

Why He Was Hungry at Richmond. 

On Wednesday the committee got back 
to Monroe, the little junction station, and 
as the train moved off and the committee 
was to wait two hours for the arrival of 
another train, the matter of getting food 
for Mr. Teamoh again became very com- 
plicated. Finally, however, a colored 
clergyman took him in charge and treated 
him with much courtesy. 

The committee then proceeded to Char- 
lotte, and in this city Mr. Teamoh’s host 
was a member of another learned profes- 
sion. Having had a lawyer at Atlanta and 
a clergyman at Monroe, he was taken in 
charge at Charlotte by one of the colored 
physicians of the city. At Charlotte, the 
members of the committee were entertained 
at the Manufacturers’ Club, but Mr. Tea- 
moh was not present. 

The next day the committee went back 
to the little railroad junction at Monroe, 
and here again there was the same diffi- 
culty, but Mr. Teamoh teft the committee 
here and made a visit to some relatives, 
joining the party again at Raleigh. 

In Richmond the committee had the same 
experience. Mr. Teamoh was turned over 
to some of his own race, although in 
Richmond he accompanied the committee 
to all the factories that were visited under 
the escort of Governor O’Ferrall and the 
mayor of Richmond. 

Governor O’Ferralil was most hospitable 
and kind to the committee and gave them 
a dinner at the legislative mansion, which 
Mr. Teamoh attended, and one of the 
members of the committee expressed his 
belief tonight that this was the first time 
in the history of Virginia that a negro had 
ever sat down to dinner in the legislative 
mansion at Richmond as a guest of the 
governor of the state. 

The committee reached Washington 
yésterday afternoon, and Messrs. Darling, 
Hutchinson, Eddy, Chandler, Donovan, 
Bancroft and Moriarty registered at the 
Arlingion, while Mr. Téamoh was taken 
awsy by some of the prominent colored 
men of the city, who entertained f'm. He 
called last evening at the Arlington on 
.ne other members of the commiitee, who 
received him in the lobby of the Ppotel 
and treated him exactly as they would, 
under similar circumstances, in Boston. In 
fact, throughout all the ‘rip that has 
been the demeanor of. the members oi 
he committee, and any embarrassment 
which may have been caused to Mr. Tea- 
moh is due entirely .o sutside intivences 
and conditions. This taust be said in fair- 
hess to his colleagues.

| WITH THE RAILROADS 


The Pennsylvania Has Cut Acqnaintance 
with the Seaboard, 


SEABOARD LOSING COMPANY ALL ROUND 


-_-_-_—-— 


What Will Be the Outcome of It AllP 
Wreck on the Southern, Near 
Jackson—Othor Notes. 


Will the Seaboard Air-Line continue its 
cheap rates to eastern points in opposition 
to competing lines? 

This question was made pertinent yester- 
day when information was received here 
to the effect that the great Pennsylvania 
lines from Washington to New York had 
cut short their passenger traffic relations 
with the Seaboard and had issued orders 
to their ticket agents for no tickets to 


be sold over the Seaboard. 

This was a mighty blow and the Sea- 
board will feel it keenly. 

When the Seaboard, with wonderfy sud- 
denness, announced some time ago that 
it would cut the passenger rates to eastern 
points just half there was wonder as tc 
what it meant. 

At first the public thought it nothing 
more than a daring bit of enterprise of 
reckless railroaders. 

Then they thought it an impulsive act 
growing out of a pretty well pronounced 
case of “pouts’’ caused by the boycott 
against the Seaboard by the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association. 

What surprised the public most was the 
way the Southern railway, the deadly rival 
of the Seaboard, continued to get its full 
share of eastern business in spite of the 
half rates granted by the Seaboard. 

Next came the rumor that there would 
soon be a change in the office of general 
passenger agent of the Seaboard. 

And the suit for injunction against the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis ra:l- 
road is pending, through which the Sea- 
board seeks to set aside the boycott. 

All of these things have forced them- 
selves before the local railroad world for 
the past two weeks until the interesting 
question of the day in railroad circles is— 

What does the Seaboard mean? 

When such a strong old line of rail- 
roads as the Pennsylvania turns the back 
of its hand to a connecting line which it 
has recognized all along surely there 
must be a mouse in the meal tub. Noth- 
ing can be learned of the movement — 
It is not known why the Pennsylvania 
should take such action. It is xnown that 
the Seaboard has two ways open to it to 
the east, the route over the Coust Line by 
way of Quantico and Washington and 
the route by way of Cape Charles. 

The Pennsylvania in cutting loose its 
traffic arrangements with the ‘Seaboard 
will hurt the road very much, for it is 
thought that it will not receive tickets 
from the Seaboard unless the sime be 
at regular fares. Of course, when the Sea- 
board made the reduction in fpassenger 
rates to the east it assumed to share the 
loss of traffic itself whenever the ticket 
forced it over a connecting line. If it sold 
a ticket to New York it was not the 
business of the connecting read to ask at 
what price the ticket was sold sv iong as 
the connecting line received its “ull pay- 
ment as to the passage over its own line. 

But something has gone wrong. 

It is folly to charge the action of the 
Pennsylvania to the Southern railway, the 
rival line to the Seaboard. 

There has been much said concerning the 
Southern in the boycott matter which 
should never have been said, it seems. 
There is at east no apparent reason for 
ascfibing to the Southern the motive that 
precipitated the boycott against the Sea- 
board—which has been done repeatedly 
in Baltimore -interviews—so long as the 
action was taken by the entire membership 
of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association. 

It was charged against the Seaboard 
that it had a knife up its sleeve slashing 
rates in the dark. This was a violation of 
the rules of the associated lines of the 
south in their efforts to preserve legiti- 
mate traffic relations such as are observed 
for the good of trade and railway in- 
terests in all parts of the civilized . world 
by the railroads of the various sections. 

The boycott was nothing more than 
what has been experienced by various lines 
that were charged with such transgres- 
sions. Such practices as the Seaboard has 
been engaging in since it began pouting 
are not regarded as manly in the circles 
of old and well-regulated railroad lines of 
the country. 

This is evidenced by nothing more for- 
cibly than the action of the Pennsylvania 
lines in outting loose from their traffic 
arrangements with the Seaboard, 

Just what is to be the outcome of it 
all cannot be foretold, but certain it is 
the situation is becoming more interesting 
every day. : 


The Seaboard and the Boycott. 

Columbia, 8. C,, March 20,—(Special.)— 
Some days ago the state railroad commis- 
sion wrote to the officials of the Seaboard 
Air-Line system inquiring how its inter- 
state business in South Carolina would be 
affected by the boycott. Today the com- 
mission received a reply from General 
Counsel Leigh R. Watts, who, after some 
spicy reflections on certain individuals and 
traffic associations, says: 

“In reply, I would say that I am advised 
by the traffic department of the Seaboard 
system that an arrangement has recently 
been bad by the railroads doing business 
in South Carolina which will prevent any 
disastrous and injurious consequences to 
interstate business.” 

The letter will be considered at the next 
meeting of the commission. The above is 
construed as an indication that the end of 
the boycott is not distant. 


A WRECK ON THE SOUTHERN. 


The Southbound Trafnm Thrown from 
the Track by Malicious Hands. 


Jackson, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)--The 
southbound train on the thern railway, 
which leaves Atlanta at 11:46 o’clock p. m. 
for Macon and the southern coast, was 
wrecked below here at 1:30 o’clock this 
morning. 

The spikes that hold the rails to the 
crossties were pulled out and the track 
was displaced, causing the engine and the 
whole train to be derailed. 

The angle bars were also removed and 
there were clear evidences that the work 
was done by some party bent on causing 
a wreck. 

The three Pullman cars were damaged 
but slightly, the first and second-class 
coaches were injured to the extent of 
about $100 each, the express and mail 
cars were damaged about $200 each and 
engine No. 2088 was damaged to the extent 
of about $00. Engineer Galliford was 
bruised some and the fireman, Ed Roberts, 
was slightly scalded. 

The Southern railway will offer a re- 
ward for the capture of the guilty parties. 
This makes the fourth wreck that has 
o¢ccurred on this part of the western sys- 
tem of the Southern within the past two 
weeks and it is evident that some wrecker 
has been at work. The wreck at Scot- 
land the other day was caused by the 
switch being broken and changed, run- 
ning the into the siding. This last 
wreck is caused by the spikes of the 
rails being pulled out and the angle bars 
removed. No motive can be ascribed until 
the perpetrator is known, but the company 
will make every effort to catch the crimi- 
nal.

It was learned, however, that the delay 
was not due to a wreck, but to the writ 
that was made for connection with another 
train which brought the private car of 
President George M. Pullman, of the Pull- 
man Palace Car Company.

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GEERAL P. sr. @. COOKE DIES. 
He Was Opposed by His Son and Son- 
im-Law in the War. 


Richmond, Va., March 2.—(Special.)— 
News has just been received here of the 
geath in Detroit of General Philip St. 
George Cooke, the father of the late Gen- 
eral John R. Cooke, of this city, and of 
Mrs. General J. E. B. Stuart, of Staunton. 
the widow of the famous confederate 
cavalry chief. 

General Cooke was born near Leesburg. 
in this state, June 11, 1809. He graduated 
from West Point in 1829. During the civil 
war General Cooke was in the federal 
army and opposed by his éwn son and 
General Stuart, his son-in-law, both of 
whom were on the confederate side. 

This division between father and son 
caused an estrangement, which was not 
healed until just before the latter's death, 
about two years ago. About that time 
General Philip St. George Cooke «ame 
here and a perfect’ reconciliation took 
place. The son entered the confederate 
army as an officer in a North Carolina 
He was a brave and fesriess 
soldier and at Gettysburg received a wound 
in the head, which came near proving 
fatal.

57 he headed the cavalry xpadition into 
Utah.

TAKEN BY STORM. 


The March Winds Gave the Cliy a 
Good Shaking Yesterday. 


A typical March wind swept down upon 
the city yesterday afternoon, and, for sev- 
eral minutes, it looked as if the city was 
likely to be upturned by the violence of 
the storm. 

The wind blew at the rate of forty-six 
miles an hour, and the mercury in the tubes 
Steadily dropped. It was a cold, icy blast, 
and the weather was about as disagreeable 
as a person is apt to experience in this 
part of the world. 

Last night, however, the severity of the 
storm was slightly abated. A careful meas- 
urement of the wind showed that it was 
blowing at the rate of thirty miles an hour. 
This measurement was taken at 7 o'clock. 

The reports from other parts of the 
country received at the bureau indicated 
that a violent windstorm was raging all 
over the country east of the Mississippi 
river. It was most violent in the southeast, 
being comparatively mild in the neighbor- 
hood of the great lakes. 

For today the outlook is more encourag- 
ing- The wind will subside, and the tem- 
perature will be much warmer. The indi- 
cations point to a bright, clear day. 


WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST 


Briefly reviewing the weather conditions 


of yesterday we find in the early morning a 
storm of unusual depth and energy central 
in the vicinity of Nashville, Tenn., while its 
outer limits extended over. the country 
from the lake regions to the gulf coast, and 
from the Atlantic coast westward-alinest to 
the eastern slope of the Rockies. During 
the day the storm moved rapidly eastward, 
and at 7 o’clock p. m., covered only the 
regions east of the great lakes and the 
Mississippi river, its center being located on 
the south Atlantic coast near Wilmington 
and Savannah, From the pressure and 
movement of this storm brisk or high winds 
were experienced throughout the eastern 
half of the country, being most violent in 
the eastern gulf, south and middle Atlantic 
states. Heavy rain was last evening re- 
ported by numerous stations in the south- 
eastern districts, while in Virginia the pre- 
cipitation was in the form of snow, Nor- 
folk reported 1,62 inches of precipitation, 
which was evidently all, or in part, snow,, 
while Lynchburg reported .54 inches of 
snow. -At both stations snow was stili fall- 
ing at, nightfall, At Atlanta the wind yes- 
terday afternoon reached a maximum ve- 
locity of 46 or 48 miles per hour, and at 7 
o’clock p, m., was still blowing a gale of 30 
miles per hour. Savannah also was labor- 
ing under a gale of 30 miles while Mobile 
and Pensacola each had a breeze of 24 
miles; Cincinnati and Chicago, 22 miles; 
New Orleans and New York city, 20 miies, 
and Jacksonville 18 miles per hour. 

With the storm moving off the Atlantic 
coast, and the anti-cyclone moving in from 
the west indications were last evening fa- 
vorable for decreasing wind velocities, fair, 
and by this evening slightly warmer weath- 
er in this locality. 

For Georgia today: Generally fair; much 
colder in the southeast portion; slightly 
warmer in the northern portion Thursday 
evening.

Negro Lawyers File a Suit Against the 
Georgia Southern. 


GLAUSIER GIVES BOND AND IS OUT 


Baseball Champions Leave Today for At- | 


lanta, Where They Are to Spend the 
Night—Suit Against the Central. 


Macon, Ga., March 20.—(Special.)—Pledger, 
Johnson & Malone, a firm ur Atlanta negro 
lawyers, have filed a suit in Bibb superior 
Ccuurt against the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad, in behalf of their client, 
Caroline Johnson, for $10,@0 damages for 
the death of her husbaad, Charles Noble 
Johnson. He was a brakeman who was 
killed while coupling cars on March 21, 
1893. This is the first suit ever filed in Bibb 
Superior court by negro lawyers, and it is 
regarded as a novelty. 

Pleaded Guilty. 

E. D. Glausier, postmaster at Baconton, 
was arraigned before United States Com- 
missioner Erwin today on the charge of de- 
taining a registered letter. He pleaded 
guilty and was bound over in the sum of 
$500. Glausier stands well at his home and 
he had no trouble in giving bond. He was 
brought to Macon yesterday afternoon by 
United States Deputy Marshal Hurst. 

The Champions Will Leave. 

The Baltimore baseball club will leave. to- 
morrow afternoon at 4:05 o’clock on the 
Central railroad for Atlanta, where they 
will spend the night and will go the next 
morning to Montgomery. The Orioles will 
remain in Montgomery two days and then 
go to New Orleans to remain there from 
the 24th to the 3lst, inclusive.

A MYSTERIOUS SHOOTING. 


Two Men Attack a Negro—He Sug. 
gzests No Motive. 


Athens, Ga., March 20.—(Special.)—A 
mysterious shooting scrape occurred on 
Lumpkin street this morning about 2 
o’clock. 

A negro named Will Gordon les at 
death’s door with three pistol ball wounds 
in him and the names of the assailants 
cannot be secured. 

Gordon, during the few minutes he has 
been from ynder the influence of opiates, 
told a story of the affair which deepens 
the mystery. He says he was coming 
along Lumpkin street on his way home, 
when two white men halted him on the 
sidewalk. He did not stop, but on the 
contrary began to run down the street. 
The two men commencéd firing at him as 
he ran. Two balls went through his leg, 
while a third entered his back and lodged 
in the abdomen. This is considered the 
most dangerous wound and may result 
fatally. Gordon says one of the mén ran 
close upon him and looked at him, saying: 
“You are not the man we are looking 
for.” 

A lady living in a house near by heard 
one of the men on returning up the street 
say: “I wouldn’t have shot him if he 
hadn’t done what he did.” 

A number of theories are advanced as 
to the cause of the shooting. Some think 
the parties were laying for another man 
and mistook this negro for the person they 
were after. As the night was very dark, 
some think it was a white man the mid- 
might raiders were after. Others believe 


the erg | 
that they had lost money in a gambling 
ecrape with this negro. All these are 
theories advanced, but no definite clue 
has yet been obtained as to the perpetra- 
tors of the deed, which was done while 
the negro was beating a hasty retreat. 
The shooting occurred not far from the 
place where r. William Calloway was 
murdered two years ago. The lice au- 
thorities have the matter in hand and 
will investigate it thoroughly.

NOT THERE AS A BURGLAR. 


A Milledgeville Negro Says That He 
Went to Help Dr. Johnston. 


MiNedgeville, Ga., March 20.—(Special.)— 
An attempt was made to burg)larize Dr, 
Mark Johnston's residence late last night. 
The doctor was aroused by a noise in the 
back part of the house. He jumped up, 
secured a gun and ran out, When he reach- 
ed the door he saw standing near a negro 
who proved to be Green Sanford, who has 
a restaurant on Wayne street, The negro, 
seeing Dr, Johnson with the gun, ran off, 
The doctor fired but missed him! 

The negro’s story of the affair is as fol- 
lows: 

“As I was on my way home I met two 
white boys near Dr, Johnsten’s house, They 
told me some one was after Dr. Johnston, 
and he was calling for help, I went to see 
what the trouble was and to assist him if l 
could. Just before I reached the dvor Dr.

; Time to Settle It. 

The Constitution has taken no part in 
the controversy about the reorganization 
of the police commission, nor did it in- 
terfere in the make-up of the commis: 
sion. It is hot the duty of a newspaper 
to attetiipt fo dictate té the city ¢ouncil 
who it shall elect to office, and for this 
reason we have avoided giving ay such 
advice When the question of the elec- 
tion of a commissioner was before the 
council. It was fair to presume that 
the members of the city council would 
vote as they thought best, for the best 
man, and if its members made 4 tnis- 
take that body is responsible. It is also 
fair to presume that the police board 
will make no mistake in the selection of 
its chairman. If it does, it will be to 
blame and The Constitution will not be 
slow to emphasize the error, if it makes 
one. 

The unseemly muddle into which the 
simple matter as to Who shall be chair- 
man of the board has drifted is to be 
regretted, and we de not think the city 
council has simplified the situation by 
its action yesterday in legislating on the 
question. The board of police commis- 
sloners was created for ‘the sole pur- 
pose of taking the administration of the 
polies department out of the hands of 
the city council. If the council cannot 
trust the men of its own selection to 
organize the board it is an indieation 
that it has made a mistake in its make- 
up of the board. If the commissioners 
themselves fail to organize there is no 
authority, so far aS We can see, for the 
council te organize them; that responsi- 
bility is alone on the board. We think 
the council acted without due consid- 
eration in designating a chairman, for 
it is no part of its duty to take such ae- 
tion. 

It is not our purpose to take sides in 
this muddle nor te become involved in 
the controversy further than to express 
the demands of the people that it be 
brought to an erd as soon as possible. 

‘here is but one way to settle It, and 
trat is for the board to get together 
and organize. The commissioners should 
Jay aside all coniention for this man, 
or that mau, or the other man. Th: citys 
interests, and not those of any individ- 
ual, are to be subserved. The board of 
commissioners is composed of good men 
and all of them are good citizens. 
We believe they can be relied on to do 
the right thing, and it is of the utmost 
importance that they should take 
definite action in the matter of organiz- 
tion without any further delay. 

For this year, above all others, it is 
necessary that a man of experience and 
firmness occupy the position of cliair- 
man of the police board, and if the com- 
missioners fail to elect such a man they 
will be responsible for the consequences, 
We deem it our duty to say this much 
in behalf of the people, because the city 
will the the sufferer by a mistake, and 
this comment is made with the sole yiew 
of urging such action as will give the 
city the man best fitted to assutie ihe 
duties of the position in question. The 
public servant who is willing to cae- 
rifice the interests of the people to serve 
any individual obiigation in this emer- 
gency is not fit to be on the board, and 
we do hot believe that such a man is io 
be found among the commissioners, Let 
the early future prove that the board 
has no such material in it! 


A Northerner in Géorgia, 

The Messrs. Hale, of Connecticut, who 
own a big orchard and nursery near 
Fort Valley, in this state, seem to be 
delighted with their invéstment.

if to either continent, and so long as 
pain makes it a Strongly fortified arse- 
hal it will menace American interests. 
Cuba drains us of $57,000,000 a year 
for her products, and most of that mon- 
ey is spent in Spain or for the support 
of the Spanish army on the ishind. This 
country has been forced for generations 
to submit to contifiued insults and out- 
rages irom the Spaniards, and our ves- 
sels running between the north Atlantic 
and South American ports run the risk 
of being sunk by the first hot-headed 
Spanish captain they may chance to 
ineet. Annexation is the remedy. 

These views of Governor Atkinson are 
timely and pertinent, and they fepre- 
sent American sentiment. Georgia is 
largely interested in the matter, be- 
cuusé, as the governor puts it, a vessel 
from New Orleans to Savannah should 
not have to be equipped as ‘to run a 
blockade. The solid shot from the Span- 
ish gunboat fired across the bow of the 
Allianca again puts this country upon 
notic® that her flag and the rights of 
her citizens will not be respected in 
Cuban waters. That shot should ring 
across the continent and bring our peo- 
ple to their senses. The annexation of 
Cuba is a commercial and _ military 
hecessity, and we now have ample jus- 
tification for undertaking it. 


Cotton and Silver. 

Several months ago The Constitution 
printed a series of articles showing the 
intimate connection between the price 
of cotton and the commercial value of 
silver. 

Since that time those of our readers 
who have studied the course of the mar- 
kets have had many confirmations of 
the statements made in these columns. 

At the present moment the condition 
of the markets is an object lesson to 
those who have doubted the fact that 
there is a sympathetic connection be- 
tween the value of silver and the price 
of cotton. 

During the past week the commercial 
price of silver has been going- up, .the 
rise being mainly due to the belief that 
the wir indemnity which Japan will 
exact from China will be paid in silver. 
This will create a new demand fof sil- 
ver to the extent of the indemnity de- 
manded, and on this expectation the 
price of silver has risen. 

During the past few weeks it has risen 
from 5944 cents an ounce to 64 cents. 
Cotton has followed by a rise of nearly 
& cent a pound—a little more than seven- 
eights. 

We mention these things now merely 
to show tha? the whole end and aim of 
the silver movement is to restore value 
to silver to the end that the same value 
may be restored to eotton, wheat and 
other products of the peuple’s labor. 

On the other hand, should British in- 
fluences induce Japan to exact payment 
Of the Chinese war indemnity in gold, 
there would be another and a more se- 
rious drop in silver, and another col- 
lapse of prices in this country.

“Whenever it was for the interests of the 
people. I never was under oath when I 
teld Hes to criminals in order to get them 
to open up.” 

*“‘Hasn’t your long lying seared your mind 
s0 that you would lie on the witness 
stand?’’ 

“Never, #fir.’’ 

“Do you remember lying to the newspa- 
pers while the Robinson investigation was 
on?” 

“Yes, I lied whenever I thought it was 
to the interest of the people. I considered 
it justifiable.”’ 

Mr. Cusack should be well paid for 
his services. He has equipped himself 
with a public and a private conscience. 
When he talks as a private citizen or as 
a witness in court he claims that he tells 
the truth. But when he speaks in his 
official capacity When he is doing detec- 
tive work, he frankly admits. that he 
lies to the newspapers, lies to suspected 
criminals and, in fact, lies whenever he 
‘thinks that it is to the interest of the 
people. 

Unhappily, some people will think that 
the man who is the master of the fine 
art of falsehood may be tempted to 
utilize it anywhere and at any time, and, 
perhaps, on the witness staid. This 
view of his fellow citizens doubtless 
causes Mr. Cusack a good deal of un- 
happiness, for which he can see no ad- 
equate compensation except a big salary. 


Cotton Mills North and South. 

Mr. J. W. Adams, a member of the 
committee appointed by the Chattanoo- 
ga city council to visit New England 
with a view to inducing the mills in 
that section to locaté in the south, has 
nade a report which deserves the at- 
tention of our business men and capital- 
ists, \ 

The committee carried on its trip a 
mass of statistics aboat Chattanooga, 
setting forth the advantages of the city 
as a manufacturing center. The east- 
ern imill men received the visitors cor- 
diaily and talked over the situation free- 
ly and frankly. They cldimed that their 
advantages over the south were their 
proximity to New York, the great dis- 
tributing point; their ability to get cot- 
ton from large warehouses, instead of 
carrying a big supply; their proxim- 
ity to machine works, and an invigorat- 
ing elimate and superior opportunities 
for culture. They admitted that in the 
south they would find more favorable 
legislation; coal one-fourth to one-half 
cheaper; better labor with no strikes; 
cheaper labor, cheaper building mate- 
rial, cheaper living, lower rates of tax- 
ation, better freight rates, and cheaper 
raW material. They also admitted that 
fine as well as coarse goods can be made 
in the south, and that our mills can 
manufacture and sell goods at the net 
cost of producing them in the north, and 
still make 4 profit.

Thirty-five per cent of the cotton mills of 
the United States are located in Massa- 
chusetts. These mills pay annually in wages 
$26,230,667. The amount paid by all cotton 
mills in the United States outside of New 
England is only $19,580,681. 

The total valuation of real and personal 
property in the state is $2,803,645,447, while 
the total valuation of real estate and pér- 
sonal property in the states of Tennessee, 
North Carolina, South Carolina and Geor- 
gia is only $1,873,016,445, although these 
states have anh area twenty-four times that 
of Massachusetts and a combined popula- 
tion three times as great. 

The per capita wealth, $962.12, is greater 
than that of any other state in the 
union. © * * | 

The city of Manchester, N. H., was char- 
tered in 1844, almost simultaneously with 
Chattanooga. Built upon a sand hil, and 
unfavored by nature for manufacturing 
pursuits, except in the matter of water 
power, it has nevertheless become a great 
manufacturing center. The city has now 
@ population of 50,000 people, whose savings 
bank accumulations amount to $17,000,000, a 
sum sufficient to purehase the whole of 
Chattanooga at its assessed valuation. 
Eight million seven hundred thousand dol- 
lars are invested in cotton mills, in which 
there are 200,000 spindles and 20,000 looms, 
and which furnish constant employment 
to 14,500 operatives who receive annually 
$5,500,000 in wages. * * 

Upwards of two hundred billions of dol- 
lars are invested in the manufacture of 
cotton goods in this and other countries. 
No article of manufacture is so extensive- 
ly used as this. From the cradle to the 
grave it continues essential to the welfare 
and comfort of each one of us. The de- 
mand for its use is, of course, affected by 
the condition of the times, but unlike most 
manufactured products, there is always 
good demand. During the stringent times 
which have prevailed for the past few years 
no class of manufacturing industries has 
suffered less than those engaged in the 
manufacture of cotton. It is a favorite in- 
vestment for family fortunes in New Eng- 
land, where the mills have uniformly 
declared dividends ranging from 4 to 10 per 
cent, according to the policy being pursued 
in the accumulations which cam be turned 
to good account to take advantage of the 
markets in the purchase of supplies, or 
for the construction of. new milis. The 
two mills which have been located in our 
vicinity are to be built from the “surplus 
fund’ of their respective corporations. 

Iti conclusion the report points to the 
large dividends paid by southern cotton 
mills, and urges the people of Tennessee 
to secure favorable corporation and tax 
laws. Judicious advertising of the ad- 
vantages of Chattanooga is recom- 
mended, and it is suggested that some 
home capital be raised, and that then 
the eastern mill owners be invited to 
co-operate with the home _ capitalists 
who desire to go into cotton manufact- 
uring. In the main, the report is as in- 
structive and helpful to Atlanta and 
other southern cities as it is to Chatta- 
nooga, and we conimend this summary 
of its points to the thoughtf.ii consid-

“Oh, yes, it cah,’’ said Mr. Nelms, draw- 
ing from his pocket a paper and handing 
it over to the member of the board of al- 
dermen. “There is the request for the call 
and the call itself, and I am of the opinion 
that every man who signed that request 
for the call is willing fot the world to 
know it.’’ 

The call bore the names of Mr. Broyles, 
Mr. Howell, Mr. Tolbert, Mr. Camp, Mr. 
Mayson, Mr. Welch, of the second; Mr. 
Day, Mr. Dodge, Mr, Bell, Mr. Campbell 
and Mr.’ Nelms, 

“I see,”” said Mr. Colvin, ‘that . Mr. 
Welch, of the fifth, is not here. I have 
been told that he knew that this meeting 
was to be called and that he asked Mr. 
Nelms to put it off until in the afternoon 
s0 that he could be here, and that Dr. 
Nelms promised that he would. do so. I 
would like to know whether that is true or 
not.’’ 

“It is quite untrue,’’ said Mr. Nelms. 
“Mr. Welch asked that this meeting be 
held in the morning, instead of in the af- 
ternoon, and that was one reason it was 
fixed ‘or the morning rather than after- 
noon,”’ 

“I regret,” said Mr, 
member from the fifth, ‘‘to disagree with 
the gentleman from the seventh. I heard 
a part of the conversation between my 4s- 
sociate from the fifth and the gentleman 
from the seventh, and it is my .recollec- 
tion that the gentleman from the seventh 
agreed to wait until the afternoon for the 
meeting. That is the way I remember ¢:* 

“Well.” remarked Mr. Howell, “Mr. In- 
man gave us a gag law yesterday, and I 
want to give it pack to him right now. I 
move that no one be allowed to speak more 
than once on any one question and that 
no one be allowed to speak more- than ten 
minutes. I want to move, too, that every 
one who speaks on this question be fe- 
quired to speak, and not to read a speech 
which has been prepared.” 

As Mr. Howell concluded he looked down 
at Mr. Colvin, who was sitting beside him 
with a large roll of paper in his hand. 

“Part of that resolution or motion will 
do,’ said Mayor Pro Tem, Broyles, smiling, 
“but the other part won't do, You can limit 
the time and number of speeches, but you 
can’t say whether they shall be written or 
not. That part of the motion is eut of or- 
der.”’ 

Mr. Harman asked the city attotney if 
the ofdinance was one that would stand the 
question of tegality and Judge Anderson 
said that it would, He declared that the 
mayor waS a8 much a member of the board 
as any one and that the council had the 
right to designate the position of his mem- 
bership, Judge Anderson did not think, how- 
ever, that section 4 of the ordinance would 
stand. He declared that the charter of the 
city of Atlanta gave the board of police 
commissioners the right to select the police 
force and that that right was not given to 
the general council or any part of it,and that 
as leng as it had not been given the council 
under the city charter, the council had no 
right to delegate to anybody or to any one 
the right to do something that it could 
not do itself. He was questioned 
as to the right of the mayor to 
name a police force in event the board could 
not agree on one by the time the terms 
of the present force expire. In &@nswer he 
said he thought that the chairman or chair- 
man pro tem, or the acting chairman of 
the board of police commissioners, either 
one in the rank occupied, would have the 
right. 

“But,” said he, “if for any reason there 
should be a vacancy of the entire depart- 
ment, if there should be no force élected 
and the board should in no way take any 
action then the mayor might and could 
come in, That would be an emergency and 
as chief exectitive of the city it would be 
his duty to appoint the force.” 

“T¢ the board fails,” asked Mr, Inthah, 
“to elect a force before the terms of the 
men now in office expire, won't they hold 
over?” 

“There is a state law,” replied Judge 
Anderson, ‘“‘which provides that all officers 
shall hold over until theif successors are 
electéd and qualified, but I don’t know of 
any law bearing particularly on this case, 
as I have not given it the minute study 
I'd like, to give it, That state law might 
apply and then again it might not. 1 am 
not sure about ™.’’ 

Mr. Inman then offered an amendment 
providing that the entire department now 
in should remain until successors ate elect- 
ed and qualified, The resolution admitted 
the inability of the mayor to appoint the 
police department in event the force was 
not elected by the board. 

“IT regret very much,” said Mr, Nelms, 
“that Mr. Inman has undertaken to weight 
this ordinance down with an amendment. 
I don’t want any riders on it at all, Sut I 
want it to go to the council for a vote 
just as it is. If there is one sentence, one 
line, one word in that ordinance that is not 
for the good of Atlanta and the people who 
make the city I will be willing to withdraw 
it and quit, I know that the ordinance is 
a good one, and I know that the sooner it 
is adopted the better off the people of the 
city will be, It is a law that should have 
been in existence for many years gone 
by but it appears to have been overlooked 
by the wise legislators of the past. We 
should have some law providing for just 
such cases as this,"’ 

“Mr. Nelms, I'd like to ask you,” said 
present board of police commissioners is 
not a good one?’

“I’m not discussing the personnel of the 
board,” replied Mr. Nelms. ‘I’m. talking 
about the situation of affairs and in doing 
that I desire*to say that I don’t know a 
single member of the board of police com- 
missioners.

‘set of men for whom I have a higher re- 


gard than.I have for the members of the 
board of police commissioners. Each one 
of them is my personal friend and I would 
ike to @ anything I can for them. This 
matter, however, cannot in the least af- 
fect any member of the board.” 

Mr. Inman’s amendment was lost when 
put to vote. 

“I'd like once more,” said Mr. Harralson, 
“to ask the city attorney ‘about the legali- 
ty of that ordinance. I am sure I don't 
think it can stand.’ ° 

“I have already stated my views fully,” 
Said the city attorney, “and know of no 
reason to change them. If the board is 
not organized when the time comes to elect 
the police force the board can go on with 
the election of that body just the same. 
The election of the force rests in the hands 
of the members of the board and not in 
the organization of the board. The police 
boatd has full power to provide a police 
force for the city of Atlanta.”’ 

“If that is the case,’”’ remarked Mr. Har- 
raison, “‘I_can see no reason for all this. 
What is the use of that ordinance of Mr. 
Nelms? What was the use of calling us 
here this morning? I think this is all ab- 
Surd and that the sooner we get through 
With it the better off we'll be.’’ 

“I regret very much,’ said Mr. Welch, 
of the second, “to oppose anything coming 
from Mr. Inman, but this time I am con- 
Strained to oppose that améndment of his. 
: isn’t right and we should not think of 
ui" 


“I guess it’s my turn now,” said Mr, 
Colvin, securing the floor. “Since the ses- 
sion Monday Mr. Nelms has been doing a 
good deal of talking and in it he has been 
intimating that I have been trying to ob- 
struct legislation and doing other things 
a good Atlantian would not do. Now I de- 
sire simply to say that the gentleman from 
the seventh has made a grave mistake 
and that Atianta has no more devoted citi-

Mr. Edward W. Barrett Left Yesterday 
Alternoon for Yokohama. 


THE JAP ARMY IS HIS DESTINATION 


Armed with Credentials, He Goes as The 
Uonstitution’s War Corréspondent. 
He Will Return in October. 


Mr. Edward Barrett left yesterday after- 
noon for Japan, where he goes to join the 
Japanese army as war correspondent of 
The Constitution. 

A number of Mr. Barrett’s friends were 
at the depot yesterday afternoon and he 
was Kept busy. shaking hands for several 
minutes before the train left. He left over 
the Atlanta and West Point and will reach 
California on Sunday. 

The trip across our own country to San 
lrancisco is not a short one, but on Tues- 
day morning Mr. Barrett will leave his ta- 
tive land for a ijionger and more perilous 
ons. He has engaged passage on the China, 
which sets sail for Yokohoma on Tuesday. 
He will be twenty days on béard this big 
Steamer and will reach his first oriental 
destination about the middle of April. 

Mr. Barrett will make Yokohoma his 
headquarters but will spend much of the 
time at the actual scene of war. His ar- 
ticles will be decidedly interesting, as he 
will handle them in a bright and interest- 
ing fashion, which has always character- 
ized his Washington correspondence. He 
will keep The Constitution’s readers posted 
upon every important move and will write 
weekly letters treating of the war. He goes 
with probably the best credentials that were 
ever possessed by a newspaper man. He 
has credentials from the Japanese minister 
and has-letters from the state department 
and from a number of the highest officials. 
He is fairly armed with credentials. 

Despite all this, however, the trip is a 
dangerous one. ‘It required no small amount 
of fine courage to determine upon the trip. 
Mr. Barrett hopes to return to America in 
the early fall. In the meantime, after his 
arrival in Japan, he will be heard from 
through his correspondence. He has en- 
gaged an interpreter, who will leave San 
Francisco with him and arcompany him 
wherever he goes. In. speaking of his trip 
Mr. Barrett said: 

“It is possible that the war may be over 
when I arrive in Japan, but it is necessary 
to take the chances. The field is a fertile 
one. To my mind the war should be han- 
ded from an American standpoint. It is 
not right to assume that the American 
reader knows a great deal abcut the topog- 
raphy of the country where the war is. 
Then, there are certain conditions which 
should be brought to light. If I have a suc- 
cessful trip, I hope to reach Yokohoma 
about the middle of April.’’

He has done 
much work for the exposition and has 
stanchly and steadily advocated a state 
exhibit. He wants to make it a splendid 
affair worthy of Alabama. 

“There will be a big meeting of all the 
commercial and industrial interests of the 
state on April 2d,”’ said Mr. DeLeon yester- 
day, ‘and I have no doubt but that there 
will be some favorable action taken in a 
liberal way. We must have a big exhibit.” 

Speaking of Manning and Howard, the 
two men who are now causing much talk, 
Mr. DeLeon said: 

“If we had them back in Alabama we 
might ride them on a rail. Manning is a 
man who sold his birthright for a mess of 
pottage and hasn’t received the pottage 
yet. Unless he does so he will be turned 
down by his followers. However, if he suc- 
eeeds in obtaining his price he will be 
gladly welcomed by his followers.” 


STATUS OF THE GUARD. 


A Member Talks About the Recent 
Decision of the Attorney General. 
The question of whether the Gate City 

Guard will get its proportion of the mili- 

tary appropriation is now a live one. 

Discussing the matter yesterday, with 
reference to the recent decision of Attor- 
ney General Térrell, an officer of thé 
Guard, said: 

“The opinion of Attorney General Ter- 
rell and action of the governor thereon, 
in the Gate CityGuard matter, is of,more 
significance than appears from a cursory 
glance. The opiniof is in substance that 
the Guard are in possession of all their 
chartered rights at thig time as fully as 
they were when the legislature contracted 
with them and their successors in 1369, 
and they will so continue as an independ- 
ent volunteer military organization in the 
state service, and under control of the 
governor, unless by a final adjudication 
by. the supreme court of the state their 
charter should be voided. If such should 
be the decree of the court, the charters of 
nearly all the old military organizations 
of the state will come under the same 
ruling and be declared void also, as the 
conditions undet which the Guard reorgan- 
ized after the war are the same as those 
under which the other old military organi- 
zations reorganized. 

“The action of the attorney general and 
the governor was thé proper course in the 
matter, as it was plainly not the govern- 
or’s province to annul a charter, the law 
specifically declaring that chartefs can only 
be voided by action of the courts, 

“The chartered agreement between the 
state and the Guard, enacted by the legis- 
lature in 1859, states that the Guard, and 
those who may hereafter become members, 
are a voluntary military corps of the state 
of Georgia; that they have the right to 
make rules for their own government; to 
hold property; are exempt from jury duty; 
that they are required to hold inspections 
as the governor may order, and respond 
when ordered by him in case of riot, in- 
surrection, rebellion or war. It will be 
seen from these provisions im the charter 
that the Guafd are under control of the 
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; 
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governor in the above statute cofiditions, 
and théy have since their reorganization 
in 1873 been reorganized by évéry govern- 
or of the state; ordered on active duty 
and inspections under the provisions of 
their charter. They were first organized 
in 1855 under the general military laws of 
the state, but not being satisfied with the 
provisions of the general law, a special 
enactment was made by the legislature in 
1859, incorporating the Guard as a military 
bedy for the public defense, restricting 
them as té numbers, and in return for 
Such service as they might render were 
given special privileges. This contract with 
the state has never been voided and can- 
not be voided unless by action of the 
Guard, such as surrendering their char- 
ter or insubordination. The law aé stated 


' in the present code of Georgia, spetifically 


states that the charters of military organi- 
zations shall remain intact, though mem- 
bers of military organizations may take 
upon themselves additional duties by en- 
listing for a year or oftenerf under the 
general law, if they wish to do so, but 
such additional duties would not deprive 
them of their chartered rights. The opin- 
ion of the attorney general and the ac- 
tion of the governor in declining to set 
aside chartered rights was plainly the 
legal course for them to pursue.”’ 


FILED AN ANSWER YESTERDAY. 


The Suit Involving Levis Redwine’s 
Bond Will Come Up Today, 


The case of the old Gate City bank 
against the Fidelity ,and Casuaity Com- 
pany, of New York, for the $10,000 repre- 
sented by a guaranty bond for Lewis Red- 
wine, will probably come up for a hearing 
this morning before Judge Van Epps. 

Until yesterday afternoon the Fidelity 
and Casualty Company had filed no an- 
swer to the suit against them and it was 
not known what their defense would be. 
Yesterday afternoon, however, Mr. Thomas 
M. Moore, of New York, attorney for thé 
company, replied to the suit. In the an- 
swer it is alleged that the bond held good 


no longer after it came to the knowledge | 


of the officers of the bank that Redwine 
had cashed a check of $5,000 for a friend 
when that friend had little or no money 
in the Dank at that time. The company 
claims that the acceptance of this gheck, 


which is alleged to have occurred in 1891. 
was in itself an act of dishonesty, which 
the bank should have taken cognizar.ee of. 
Since this was not done the company be- 
lieves that its liability ended then and 
there. 

The attorneys for the bank are Dorséy, 
Brewster & Howell. Hopkins & Son as- 
sist the general counsel of the company in 
the case. 


WILL REMAIN ALONE AWHILE. 


Sheriff Barnes and the Messrs, Arnold 
Discussed Alex Carr’s Removal. 


Sheriff Barnes yhas decided to let Alex 
Carr and John Carr remain separated for 
a few days at least.

Financial Gossip 
From The New York Stockholder . 

The market ‘started with pronounced 
Strength Monday morning and quite a 
panic was created among the small bears 
who covered freely. Sugar was about the 
only leading stock which showed a decline 
for the day, while Jersey Central led the 
advance. 

The street, while in doubt as to permanent 
results, is feeling hopeful, and is inclined 
to buy the active stocks whenever weak. 
As the reduction in St, Paul’s and Central's 
dividends produced no adverse effects on 
quotations, and as financial matters are 
moving along smoothly, added to which is 


the recent improvement in the price of 
products, disturbing causes are absent for 


the time being. And while the market is not 
entitled to an important rise, the speculative 
tone has so improved that a decline beyond 
a traders’ range is not probable for the 
present, We should say that profits taken on 
market’s weak days would prove safe spec- 
ulative ventures. 

Before any serious decline can be precipi- 
tated, new causes will have to be precipi- 
tated or old ones intensified, For instance 
if the bond syndicate loses control of the 
world’s financial affairs, which it is now 
regulating by contract, another bear cam- 
paign might safely be inaugurated; or if the 
coal combination should be ruptured,instead 
of mended, at Thursday’s meeting, a fresh 
cause for apprehension would be upon the 
market. 

On a larger and better distributed volume 
of business than las been recorded for a 
long time past Monday's outcome at the 
stock exchange was a uniform improvement 
in prices, It was the best. market the bulls 
have had in months, Nor can it be said, 
as in the case of preceding follies since 
January, that the day’s gains were due 
solely to the covering of shorts. 

Moderate purchases by London, some im- 
provement in the market for products, 
and the hopeful feeling which the approach 
of spring engenders, undoubtedly resuited 
in an increased inquiry for good stocks from 
commission sources. Jersey Central led the 
rise and on large trading ended 23 up, 
partly in anticipation that at the meeting 
of coal presidents Thursday something will 
be done towards solving the anthracite 
problem. 

Northwest, also actively dealt in, gained 
153, the other grangers large fractions on 
the day, the poor earnings of St. -Paul 
being without speculative effect. 

Industrials failed to participate in the 
general improvement. Athough Sugar early 
se about 2 points as compared with 
aturday’s close, the object of the manipu- 
lators was, of course, to make a market 
on which to sell. Hence in the afternoon 
under the influence of liquidation Sugar de- 
clined sharply. 

Additional earnings reported were hardly 
corroborative of the claim that there is 
much mprovement in business. St. Paul 
issued its statement for the second week in 
March, for which period it was expected 
that the decrease would be $30,000, The 
actual loss was $44,000, a poor result in view 
of the fact that comparison is made with 
light returns a year ago. The decrease com- 
pared with 1893 was $130,000 with ’92, $115,- 

. In these latter years the mileage was 
practically the same. 

Not so in comparison with 1891. Although 
St. Paul now operates 362 miles more road 
than in the year last mentioned its increase 
in earnings last week over the correspond- 
ing period in ’91 was only $15,000, which 
shows how business has diminished. As re- 
gards the outlook there {s no indication of 
any betterment in the earnings of this prop- 
erty for some time to come, since it is only 
now beginning to feel the loss of last year’s 
corn crop. 

Tonnage figures, like earnings, reflect a 
small volume of traffic moving, eastbound 
shipments from Chicago last week amount- 
ing to only 65,000 tons, a decrease of 25,000 
compared with the corresponding week in 
1894, The tonnage was divided as follows: 
Michigan Central 4,104. Wabash 7,128, Lake 
Shore 7,151, Fort Wayne 5,869, Pan Handle 
5,676, Baltimore and Ohio 1,815, Chicago 
and Grand Trunk 7,677, Nickel Plate 11,566, 
Chicago and Erie 12,063, Big Four 1,550. 

The Chicago car movement reflected no 
new features, Only 219 cars of corn came 
in over eleven roads. The grangers made 
a somewhat better showing that of late, 
delivering 40 ‘cars—Burkington 1g. Rock 
Island 15, Northwest 6, St. Paul 1. Of wheat 
eleven roads brought in only 20 cars—%Tlli- 
nois Central 7, Burlington 4, Alton 3. St. 
Paul 2, Atchison 2 and Wabash and Rock 
Island each 1.

There is a demand for lard and 
dry salt meat, Speculative trading has no 
notable feature.

The Offices of the Exposition Now 
Ready for Occupancy. 


ALL OF THE ROOMS ARE ASSIGNED 


An Important Meeting of the Woman’s 
Board Today to Decide About the 
W oman’s Building Matter. 


The new offices of the exposition in the 
Fitten building are ready for occupancy. 

The entire fourth floor of the building has 
been renovated, refitted, refurnished and 
made as neat as could be desired.

Mr, Collier's 
room commands a splendid view, and is lo- 
cated in the corner, Adjoining it is the 
room of Mr. Felder, a large, spacious room, 
and next to that the meeting room of the 
board. This room is quite a large one, and 
will be used by the exposition board, direc- 
tors, committees atid woman's board, The 
meetings of the woman’s board will occur 
in the morning, and will not conflict with 
those of the executive board, which are 
held in the afternoon. 

Opening on the hallway and adjoining 
the assembly room is the office which wil! 
be occupied by Mr. Walter G. Cooper, chief 
of publicity and promotion. Next to this 
room’ ig the office of Mr. Gtant Wilkins, 
chief of construction. The corresponding 
rooms on the Broad street side of the hall 
have been assigned to the woman's board.

It was intended that the offices should 
be moved yesterday, but the repairs in the 
Fitten building have not yet been. complet- 
ed, and the elevator is not yet running.

Mrs. Joseph Thompson has issued a call 
for a meeting of the woman's board at 10:30 
o’clock today, The object of the meeting is 
to arrive at some decision concerning the 
plans for the woman's building.

The Worley Case Has Been Postponed 
Until Monday Week. 

It looks as if the Worley case has taken 
the course of true love and is likely to 
meet with a number of difficulties befére 
it is finally decided. 

The case was set fur trial before Judge 
Newitnan on Monday, the 25th day of this 
month, and the preparations of the district 
attorney were directed to this end. It was 
fully expected, in view of the obstacles 
which have heretofore interfered with the 
trial of the case, that Monday would be the 
final limit, and that a jury would be im- 
paneled at that time co hear the case on 
its merits. :

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| WHEN IT MEETS AGAIN} 


A Special Presentment That May Be Made 
by the Grand Jury. 


SUGGESTIONS TO THE TAX RECEIVER 


He Will Be Requested to Accept Fulton 
County Property at Two-Thirds 
ofthe City Valuation. 


When the grand jury meets again there 
will very probably he some important ac- 
tion taken regarding the assessment of 
Atlanta property for county taxation. 

Several days ago an investigation of this 
matter was begun by members of the 
grand jury and it is understood, as a 
matter of certainty almost, that a special 
presentment wiil be made. 

The. main point ip the special present- 
ment will be a suggestion to the tax re- 
ceiver that he accept all property in the 
city limits at a valuation of two-thirds of 
the city assessment; that is, 23 1-3 per cent 
of the city assessment on every piece of 
property in the city, whether its value be 
$100 or $100,000. 

It will be remembered that last year in 
the grand presentments there was a refer- 
ence to this matter. It was suggested in 
the presentments that the state and county 
taxes of Fulton were entirely too much 
and that the property was assessed at toe 
high a. figure. Nothing definite ever came 
of the matter, but now the present grand 
jury, of which Mr. L. B. Neison is fore- 
man. has taken up the matter in earnest. 


It comes from good authority that an in- 
vestigation of the taxes paid by Fulton 
has been going on for a week or more 
and that a special presentment will be 
drawn up today or tomorrow to bee acted 
upon when Solicitor Hill calls the grand 
jury together. 

The special presentment will come 
Stamped with authority. According to the 
Statement of a lawyer in prominent stand- 
ing the grand jury has a right to take the 
books of the tax receiver, go through them 
and remedy any assessments that they 
may see proper to look tnto. For in- 
Stance, if an assessment appears to be 
too small or too high, the grand jury has 
the power to change it accordingly. It is 
not to the interest of the tax receiver to 
have the amount of the assessments cur 
down, as he receives a per cent, and the 
larger. the digest the larger his percentage, 

It is understood that the special pre- 
sentment will begin by a reference to the 
large percentage of the state’s ‘taxes paid 
by Fulton county, the most valuable prop- 
erty, personal and real, of which is in the 
city of Atlanta. It will show how Fulten 
county pays one-seventh of the real estate 
taxes of the state and one-tenth of the 
personaity. This county also contributes a 
very large amount to the school fund and 
receives but little over one-third of that 
amount to be expended upon her schoo!s. 
It is well understood that Fviton county 
and Atlanta are discriminated against 
frequently in sections which are sup- 
ported by the money that «omes from 
Fulton county’s taxpayers. 

The grand jurors will likely recumynend 
in this special presentment thar 821-8 of 
the assessment put upon Atlanta real 
estate be accepted by Tat Receiver Arm- 
istead. This will be the case all throngh 
the list of Fulton’s taxpayers who have to 
pay taxes in both city and county. There 
are no assessors for the county and in 
consequence the county residents are able 
to asaess their property at their of valua- 
tion, which is always accepted by the tax 
receiver when it is ai all reasonable. 

If the grand jury succeeds in thfS work 
there will be no diserimination either. for 
or against the small or large taxpayefs.

paper contaiwing tlye distributed fiber, 
but the color of the silk fiber is a very 
dark red and blue, while the color in the 
enuine note is pale blue and light red.

She Left for Her Old Home in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, Yesterday, 


THE CHARGES AGAINST HER WITHDRAWN 


It Was Decided After Reading Simpson’s 
Letters That No Legal Offense Had 
Been Committed by Miss Thomas. 


Miss Lulu Thomas, the fair young teacher 
of stenography who bewitched a drummer 
and caused his pocket book to open in re- 
sponse to her magic touch, left the city 
yesterday morning with a lighter heart 
than she kas carried in her bosom for 
several days. 

The catse of her departure from the 
city, and of the rosy tinge that she carried 
with her to her old home in Cincinnati, 
sharply contrasting with the gloomy feel- 
ings of depression through which she had 
passed, was due to the withdrawal of the 
charges brought against her by the gov- 
ernment, at the instance of her altered 
lover, who claimed to have lost a large pile 
of money through her. 

The readers of The Constitution are fa- 
miliar with the government’s accusation. 

Several days ago a young drummer by 
the name of Simpson had charges made 
against Miss Thomas for using the mails 
to extort money from him. A commission- 
er’s warrant was sworn out for her arrest 
and Postmaster Amos Fox, who had taken 
the part of the government by virtue of his 
office, signed the young lady’s bond and 
she was not required to go to jail. 

The circumstances of the affair were fully 
narrated at the time of the arrest of Miss 
Thomas and a peculiarly interesting love 
Story was disclosed. It was shown that 
numerous letters had passed between then 
and that Simpson, at a certain stage of 
the game, was passionately enamored of 
the fair young woman. It was further dis- 
closed that matrimonial vows had been ex- 
changed between them and that al! the de- 
tails of the ceremony had been planned. 
Dr. Palmer, the noted Presbyterian divine 
of New Orleans, was to perform the cere- 
mony and Miss Thomas was on her way 
to that city to become the bride of her in- 
tended. 

One fine morning. however, a few weeks 
ago the illusion was dispelled and the 
soul of Miss Thomas was disenchanted. 
She was notified that her lover had institut- 
ed proceedings against her on the charge 
that she had used the mails to é€xtort 
money from him. 

The case was brought before Commission- 
er Broyles, who entertained a grave doubt 
in his mind as to whether or not the law 
had been violated. He decided to call a 
halt and to seek a conference with the dis- 
trict attorney. 

Two or three days ago District Attorney 
Joe James and Postoffice Inspector Jones 
and Whitesides read over the letters in 
Miss Thomas's possession, received from 
Simpson. They revealed the fact that he 
was ardently in love with her and had vol- 
unteered to send her money, as she was 
comparatively alone in the world. It was 
further apparent to the inspectors that she 
was in poor health and had urgent need of 
all the money that Simpson sent her. They 
failed to detect any conspiracy on her part, 
as the offer to supply her with money 
came voluntarily from Simpson, and for 
trat reason they agreed to recommend that 
the proceedings te dismissed. 

Commissioner Broyles thereupon dismiss- 
ed the warrant and the defendant, with a 
smile on her face, was permitted to leave 
for home without the shadow of the gov- 
ernment’s accusation resting upon her.
